SORDID AFFAIR * 


YOUTH CHARGED WITH 
INDECENT ASSAULT 


BAIL ALLOWED 

Sub-Inspector Rozeskwy, 
this morning before Mr. E. W. 
Hamilton, charged a Chinese youth, 
‘aged 16 years, with indecently assault~ 
ing a Z-year-old Chinese girl dn the 
second floor of No. 58, Third-street, 
West Point, on the evening of July 17, 

The Inspector asked for a week's 
formal remand hecause a certain part 
of the. girl's clothing had been sent 
to the analyst,. and the Police are 
awaiting the result of the examina- 
tion, 

Giving the facts of the ease, the In- 
Spector said that both the accused and 
the little girl lived with their respec. 
tive parents on the second floor of No. 
58, Third-street, which was shared by 
the .two families. 

At 7.30 p.m., on July 17, the girl’s 
mother went to carry. water and tock 
the child with her. Accused “was left 
alone on thé floor. When the mother 
found that she would have to wait a 
tong time for her turn to draw water, 
she sent the girl home. 

An hour later when the mother re- 
turned with the water, the little girl 
complained of having been interfered 
with by the youth. The mother ex- 
plained that she did not immediately 
inform the Police because she was 2 
new comer here and did not know the 
hrocedure or.even where the Police 
Station was, However, she preserved 
the girl’s clothing exactly a3 when 
they were removed from her. 

Yesterday, the girl’s imother com- 
plained .of what had happened to a 
friend, and-the latter accompanied her 
to the Police Station, where a Teport 
was made and the girl’s clothing was 
held by the Police,

TINFIELD ROMANCE 


OLD CORNISH INDUSTRY TO BE 
REJUVENATED 


BIG NEW SCHEME * 

A preat new scheme of mining de- 
velopment -has been started in this 
part of. Cornwall, writes a correspon: 
dent at St. ‘Ives. é : 

For years it has been accepted local- 
ly that the sand under the sea in the 
Bay of St. Ives containg tin, Nobody 
was able to prove this assumption, be- 
cause the authorities refuséd to grant 
a prospector's licence on account of 
the fear of damage to the fishing in- 
dastry. - 

A short time ago, however, permis- 
sion was obtained, with the result. that 
regular cubation shows 3 definite 
quantity of 40,000 tons of metallie tin, 
with the great possibility of mare. 

Within two years it is hoped that 
it. will be extracted at a minimum rate 
of 1,000 tons of tin a year. 

Already much progress has been 
made. Sufficient tonnage was obtained 
from the bay to allow experiments to 
be made on an adequate scale, in 
consequence of which a pilot plant is 
now in course of erection, which will 
treat a few thousand tons of repre- 
sentative material. Should these tests 
prove satisfactory, as is expected, 
large-scale operations will be started 
immediately. 

Professor E. W. Holman, the 
eminent meta'lurgist of: the Royal 
Schoo! of. Mines, London, is in eharge 
Of the experiments for recovering the 
tin, and the pilot plant will have the 
benefit not only of his experience, but 
also of his personal supervision. He 
is fully confident that. the pilot plant 
will show indisputable results: 

How is the tin to be recovered? 

+ °. g00 Yards Tunnel 


A tunnel 800 yards in Jength is to 
be driven from the shore to a rock 
that lies in the bay. On this rock 2 
ferro-concrete funnel-shaped . erection 
will be installed, into which the tin- 
bearing sand will be poured. i 

The sand will be carried to the rock 
by ‘means of sand suckers capable 
sucking up from pPeneath the waves 
500 tons of sand and 5,000 tons of 
water per hour. 

From the rock it will flow by 
gravity down pipes jn the tunnel: to 
a point on shore where a pump will 
force it to a concentrating mill. 

The figures are small compared to 
the dredger “Leviathan,” which-on the 
Mersey is capable of handling 10,000 
‘of solids and 70,000 tons of water in 
fifty minutes. 

. Dredging Days 

Adequate allowance has been made 
for bad weather, and only half the 
days in the year are reckoned on as 
possible dredging days. - 

The tin in these sands has been 
washed down throughout_ the ages 
from the tin-impregnated jand of 
Cornwall. It has alse come down the 
rivers from the workings of the tin 
mines since the days of the Phoeni- 
cians. Whatever the actual origin of 
the deposits, the fact remains that the 
tin is there. ‘ 

How was. this discovery made? 

For years past the sands on the 
foreshore of St. Ives Bay itself have 
been, treated for the extraction of tin, 
and ‘it has been found that all tin- 
bearing sand taken away from ‘the 
beach has been replaced by the tides. 

‘After north-easterly storms the 
waves concentrate the material to an 
extent which has to be seen to be be- 
Jieved, the. whole beach appearing 
black. Large tonnage’ are encounter-- 
ed having a tin-content much higher 
than that at present being worked in 
the Cornish tin mines, and small 
segregated patches have at times: been 
known to contain as much as 10. per 
cent. of tin. ? * 


_+ Option Obtained ‘ 

On his return froni South America, 
where he had been connected with a 
mining and ore buying firm for seven 
years, Mr. Richard B. Hirsch, with Mr. 
S. H. Colton, obtained an option on 
thé shares’ of the company that was. 
then working the foreshore, - ‘This’ 
company was only treating from six 
to ten tons of sand daily, which was 
being transported in horse-drawn 
carts to a somewhat primitive. mill. 

-A thorough investigation of . the 
foreshore was carried out, in conse- 
quence of: which a private company 
was formed by-some of the leading 
firms in the City. Altogether £50,000 
was spent and the company: Ys treat- 
ing 300 tons of tin-bearing sand daily.

Port Sanitary Authority during 1928 
are surveyed by Dr. A. A. Mussen, 
port medical officer of- health, in his 
annual report issued recently. 3 

Referring to. deratisation, the port 
medical officer says:—The extermina- 
tion of rats, both on board ship and 
jn the dock area, has’ long been con- 
sidered to be one of the most import- 
ant of this authority's services; no’ 
only has the necessity for an inces- 
sant war upon rats beet appreciated 
because of the damage suffered by 


cargocs, but also because of the dan-_ 


ger to human life from infection 
with the plague bacillus, .carried to 
man by the rat flea, In this pert 
the shipping’ companies, through the 
agency of the rat-catchers- employed 
by them, do their best to keep their 
respective vessels free from vats, 
while the catchers 
catch rats in the dock. urea and on 
board ship for the express purpose 
of their cxamination in the Bacterio- 
logica! Laboratory. 
That plague is still a great dan- 
ger to this port can be appreciated 
when it is recorded that many cases 
have occurred during 1928. in . the 
ports of South America, the West 
Coast of Africa and India especially, 
ports at which are loaded a very 
aonsiderable proportion * of the 
‘cargoes destined for Liverpool]. Out 
of the gradua! appreciation of this 
point, and . of the points that any 
measures adequately to combat the 
incidence and spread of plague must 
be world-wide in their application if 


they ate to be truly effective, arose . 


the International Sanitary Conference 
of 1926. The findings -of that con- 
ference have now been embodied in-a 
series of provisions, one of which 
{Article 28} requires that. “all ships, 
except those engaged in national 
coastwise service, shall be periedical- 
ly deratised, or be permanently so 
maintained that any rat Population is 
kept down to a- minimum.” 

It is new agreed that those yes- 
sels which have been | deratised, by 
fumigation or otherwise, shall be 
granted a deratisation certificate, as 
specified in Article 28, or; if found 
by this authority to be free from 
rats; shall be granted’ a deratisation 
exemption certificate; either of 
these to remain valid for six. months, 
at the end of which’ the vessel will 
be re-examined, unless it should have 
become markedly re-infested in the 
interim. The first certificate was 
issued by this authority on October 
5, 1928, and up to the end of the year 
25 deratisation certificates and 11 de- 
ratisation exemption certificates have 
been issued, 

Eradication of Plague 

When the provisions of the confer- 
fence become ratified, and are’ put 
into practice by all countries, it is 
‘obvieds that a step forward of the 
greatest importanee will have been 
taken toward the ultimate eradication 
of plague. 

A very marked imaprovement has 
already been observed in the number 
of ‘rats found upon vessels entering 
this ~port during -the Iast few years. 
While it is Wkely- that the figures 
for the average number of rats per 
ship may be somewhat. higher than 
is actually the case for all vessels 
arriving in the port, since a certain 
number of the vessels inchided had 
been fumigated as‘a direct result of 
the discovery that they were in a 
“ratty” state, this in no way in- 


validates the findings which prove the. 


gradual improvement that ia taking 
place nor the variations that are ap- 
parent on the various trade routes,

SEVERAL NEW RECORDS | 
“ANNOUNCED © - 


- COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


According to the annual report of |.. 


the Montreal Harbour Commissioners, 
the port has achieved a number of new 
records during the past twelve months. 


The aggregate volume of - freight} 


passing over the harbour wharves in 
1928 was 12,589,126 tons, an inerease 
of 667,953 tons as.compared with the 
1927 total. Exports during the year 
are recorded as 6,838,108. tons, and im- 
ports as 2,543,685 tons. "Domestic 
freight “accounted for a_ total of 
3,207,333 tons, Exports showed an 
increase over the year of more than 
680,000 tons, but there wag 2 decrease 
of 150,000 tohs in imports due in great 
part to smaller receipts of British 
coal. - Domestic tonnage increased by 
about 155,000 tons. 

As usual, the major portion of the 
commerce in the harbour consisted of 
grain.and grain products, these ex- 
ports representing _5Q per cent. of the 
grand total. Shipments of gain and 
grain’ products totalled 211,295,379 
bushels, in addition to 15,250,000 
bushels of wheat exported in'the form 
of flour. This’ figure, representing 
traffic during a period of about seven 
‘months during which the port of Mon- 
treal is open exceed by a very wide 
margin the total of any previous 
season in the history of the port, and 
far execed that established at any 


ocean _port in the world during a 


twelve month -period. Grain’ exports |- 


from the port of Montreal. last year 
were consigned to no less than 
twenty-one different, countries, 


the Netherlands, Germany, Ttaly and 
Belgium, 
A High Figure 

The total movement of coal into, the 
port last year reached 2,161,968 tons, 
a decrease 2s compared with the 1927 
total-of 2,500,147 tons. It is interest- 
ing to note, however, that of this total, 
Nova Seotia bituminous coal repre- 
sented a new high figure of 1,459,208. 
tons. There was a decline in imports 
being 359,258 tons. as compared with 
683,090 ‘tons for: the Previous twelve 
months. 

The total number of ocean ships en- 
tering the harbour in 1928 was 1,607, 
as compared with 1,610 for the pre- 
vious year, but the net registered ton- 
nage was half 2 million tons more, 
totalling 5,494,062 tons. A-larger de~ 
crease. oceurred in the’ number of 
vessels entering the port from inland 
navigation routes, although in this 
instance also” there was a great in- 
crease. in. tonnage, the number being 
less by 315 and the net registered ton- 
nage’ more by 1,360,000. The total 
number of, ships entering the harbour 
both ocean-going and inland, was 
7,480, and the total registered tonnage 
19,299,465, as compared - with 
17,322,444 tons in 1927. 

Revenues coliected) by the- port 
authorities totalled $5,589,387; as com- 
pared with the 1927 total of $5,453,051. 
This total has doubled during the past 
eight years, the 1921 figure. having 
been $2,891,274. 

Customs ‘and excise revenue collect 
ed at the port during the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1929, was no legs than 
$105,462,183, a8 “compared with 
$99,755,119 during!the previous year.

7. ‘SHIP'S LOSS . 


‘ACTION TO RECOVER BALANCE 
OF FREIGHT 


WAS SHE “WORM-EATEN aos 

London.—Evidence was continued in 
the action.in the King's Bench Divi- 
sion, before Judge Finlay, by the 
Cosmopolitan Shipping Company, New 
York, against Hatton and Cookson, 
Liverpool, to recover £1,442, balance 
of freight on a carga e palm oil and 
palm kernels shipped ‘by defendants 
from he. Belgian Congo in 1919 on 
the plaintiffs’ schooner “Rostellan.” 
The vessel and cargo were lost on a 
voyage to Liverpool. 

Defendants -alleged that the “Ros- 
tellan” ‘was worm-eaten, had insuffi- 
cient sails, and was unseaworthy. 
They counterclaimed for £19,000, the 
value of the cargo; and denied liability 
for the balance of freight. 

Plaintiffs denied unseaworthiness. 

‘Mr. Cyril Atkinson, K.C., and Mr. 
Justin Lynskey (instructed by Messrs. 
Batesons, Liverpool) were for. the 
plaintiffs, and — Singleton, K.C., and 
Mr. Chappell, Ke. (instructed by 
Messrs. - Hill, Dickinson, Liverpool), 
were for the defendants, 

Mr. Singleton submitted that a 
prudent shipowner, whose duty it was 
to.see that a ship was fit to encounter 


the perils of a voyage, would not have+ 


allowed the “Rostellan” to sail in the 
condition in which it left for Liver- 
pool with cargo, and defendants were 
entitled te judgment. 

Mr. Atkinson argued that the worms 
which defendents-alleged got inte the 
wood, to the knowledge of the owners, 
did not cause the loss of the rudder 
and the consequent sinking of the 
ship. He said the “Rostelian” encoun- 
tered heavy seas, rolled badly, and for 
many days was without the use.of the 
rudder. Finally a heavy wave broke 
the rudder, and the ship, rudderless 
and helpless, sank. The cause of the 
loss ofthe rudder was weakening and 
straining by continuous heavy seas. 

- The hearing was adjourned.

FIRST VESSEL FOR’ BRITISH 
COAST SERVICES 


Messrs. David MaeBrayne (1928), 
Ltd., who have taken over the coastal 
sea.services in the. Western High- 
jands and Islands of Scotland, recent- 
ly ordered five new steamers. 

The first’ of these, the “Lochness,” 
has been launehed by Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff, Ltd. Govan, and was 
ready to take up ‘service on the 
Mallaig, Kyle of Lochalsh ‘and 
Stornoway service. last month.

| RAIN-MAKING. EXPERIMENTS 


[To the Editor of the “China Mail. " 
Sir,—The Colony of Hong Kong] 


has ‘suffered from an unprecedented| : 


deficiency in rainfall! during the 12 
months ended June 30, 1929, with 
consequent distress to the popula- 
tion, owing to water shortage. 

Amongst the many suggestions 
received from the public by the lecat 
Government was the proposition 
that powdered kaolin, sprinkled 
from aeroplanes above. suitable 
clouds, would induce precipitation; 
the method was stated to have been 
employed’ with success. in other 
countries. After* discussion . with 
other Government officials, I made 
the following. recommendation :— 

“I consider that the experiment 
might reasonably be attempted once. 
I have little doubt of its failure, but 
this avenue of relief may then be 
considered sufficiently explored and 
be definitely closed thereafter.” 

My personal opinion is plainly 
expressed in the foregoing; had the 
Goverriment' refused to countenance 
the experiment, ‘however, there 
would have remained a feeling ‘in 


the public mind that one possible |° 


solution of the water problem had 
not been tried. The experiment was 
made by the unit of the R.A:F. 
biationed here, and no precipitation 
occurred. 

The reports in the local Press are 
now being-commented upon by jour- 
nals .outside, the Colony, usually 
with the 
Observatory was responsible for the 
inception and conduct of the experi- 
ments. 

This was not the case; the experi- 
ments were authorised by. the 
Government to discount any subse- 
quent criticism. No belief in a 
materially successful result was held 
by the administration or. its ad- 
visers, including my colleagues and 
myself.

- JAPANESE ART 
WHAT IS OWED TO 
CHINA 


In a sense Japan owes every- 
thing to China. But it -is in the 


same sense that the nations of the 


West may be said to owe every- 
thing to Judaea,. Greece, and Rome. 
Only a race of the finest - creative 
gift. as well as the finest suscep- 
‘|tibility could have been able to do 
what the Japanese have done; their 
art, even when most closely follow- 
ing Chinese example, has always in 
it something of native mood and 
Abre. Theat they should- have kept 
so close to Chinese tradition for so 
many centuries and yet have pro- 
duced a variation so alive and so 
continuously and freshly inventive 
proves their originality as much 
as it proves their unique docility. 
It is superficial view which sees in 
a painter like Ingres only.an in- 
ferior imitation of Raphael; and it 
is a superficial view which ‘sees in 
the art of Japan only an inferior 
imitation of the art of China. 

A certain fastidiousness, a love 
of scrupulous and cleanly . order, 
belongs to. the Japanese character;

Velasquez and 
Whistler, becomes no mere negative 
avoidance but (a positive 
vitalizing factor. One might, per- 
haps, compare the Japanesé genius 
in. some aspects. with the Latin 
genius, as it is shown in certain 
types of Latin and of French 
poetry, where a telling economy of 
words and fineness of handling are 
made to compensate for a slight- 
ness or an almost eomplete absence 
of matter.—L, Binyon.

_A NEW PROBLEM 


DISEASES THAT FOLLOW 
TRRIGATION. 

‘ Discussing the effects of irriga- 
tion on human health in a report 
issued in mail week by the Empire 
Marketing Board, Dr. J. F.C. 
Haslam states that unfortunately 
the increase of fertility due to ir- 
rigation has brought several. un- 
desirable factors in its wake. : 

“Irrigation is followed “by the 
‘spread of two serious. diseases: 
Schistosomiasis. and malaria. The 
agents of these sicknesses pass cer- 
tain stages of their life-histories in 
water and they have increased and 
multiplied in the new areas made 
available for them by the conver- 
sion. of arid desert into well-water- 
ed fields and convenient canals. 

“Schistosomiasis is,caused by a 
worm, or fluke, which lives in the 
small veins, and its eggs, which are 
hard shelled. and (in the case of 
two varieties) spiked, are mainly 
responsible for the serious effects 
of the disease. There is evidence 
of the occurrence of schistoso- 
miasis in mummies of the period 
1250—1000 B.C. 
-- ‘When the eggs of the worm 
reach the water, they immediately. 
hatch out into swimming embryos, 
-which, if they are to survive, must 
find a suitable water snail to act 
as an intermediate host within 
about twenty-four hours. They de-. 
velop in the body of the snail and 
are presently discharged im great 
numbers into the water. They 
must then, within forty-eight 
hours, gain entry into man. 
The _ cercariae, they - are 


‘Fealled, can penetrate their human 


host by burrowing. through-- any 
part of his skin which is immersed 
in the ' water or through the 
Mucous membrane ofthe mouth 
‘during dtinking.”

UNUSUAL TESTS — 


COMPLETE CE CIRCUIT OF 
. HOLLAND 

‘Highest honours in one of the 
most -unusual and, thorough-going 
tests for motor vehicles to be~held 
in Europe this year were won by 
three wtock model. Studebaker cars 
in the annual Dutch “Eleven Pro- 
vince Capitals Reliability Trial.” 
The trio of Studebaker was 
awarded. a silver cup, high- 
est award for  - automobiles, 
for being the -only ‘team’ to 
complete the 750-mile test without 
penalty. In addition te the team 
prize, drivers of the Commander 
Roadster, _ Director Sedan and 
Erskine Sedan each received the 
“E.P.H.R.II” gold medal and silver 
medal for excellent. performance. 

The: Province Capitals Reliability 
Trial reegived its name from the 
route followed, which leads through 
the capital of each province in 
Holland to make a complete circuit 
of the country. The test was timed 
and supervised by the Motor- 
bicycle-Club “De Baronie” of Breda. 

The trial started on April 26, with 
114 automobiles: and motor-cycles 
leaving Breda between 6 and 7.30 
am. . The route to be covered was 
divided into six stages, covering ap- 
proximately. 750 miles; and led 
through. Middelburg, The Hegue, 
Haarlem, Utrecht, Zwolle, Leeuwar- 
den, Groningen, Assen; Arnhem, 
Maatricht and Hertogenbosch, pro- 
Vince capitals. Competitors were 
required- to maintain an average 


speed'of 25 m.p.h, for the entire dis-| 


tance, which was made extremely 
dificult by the large number of 
hills and sharp turns encountered on 
several stages of the run. 
Contestants. began to arrive in 
Breda late in the afternoon on the 
following day. At - 6-o’clock, the 
time limit set for the trial, only. 69

‘STRIKING RISE IN 
IMPORTS ~ 


Striking increases: in’ the: im- 
portation of motor vehicles into 
New Zealand followed the improve- 
ment, in 1928, of the industrial 
position of the Dominion. . 

Compared with 1927, the imports 
of motor-cars wére rather ‘more 
than 50 per cent. higher than those 
of the previous twelve months. 
The comparative totals are: 

1927. 1928 
Number 10,871 16,504 - 
Valuc £1,663,266 £2,336,299 

The United Kingdom manufac- 
turers did not share in the increase 
to the extent of makers in Canada 
and the United States. Imports 
from Britain - inereased- only. by 
about 11 per cent, 

Where. Britain Lags. 

With the general marked return 
to prosperity after a period of de- 
pression, motor-car imports into 
New Zealand during 1928 showed a 
phenomenal rise:| They increased 
in numbers from 10,871 in 1927 to 
16,504, and in value to £2,336,299, 
as compared with £1,663,266. Im- 
ports of commercial vehicles were 
£429,772, compared with £372,270 
in 1927. Of. motor-car imports 
those from Canada and the United 
States aecounted for 83% per cent. 
of the total sales. 

The United Kingdom’s share of 
the business - is distinctly disap- 
pointing, fer the increase from 
2,128 motor-cars in 1927. to. 2,364 
last year is only 11 per cent., com- 
pared with a total increase of 52 
per cent. The commercial figures 
were similar, Great Britain’s share 
being about 18 per cent. in point of 
numbers each yedr, at an average 
value of £316, compared with 
Canada’s average of £91 and the 
United States £172. 

On a basis: of value : Great 
Britain’s trade decreased from 
2614. per cent. for cars and 33 per 
cent. for trucks in 1927 to 20 per 
cent. and 30 per cent. respectively. 
The bright spot is the motor-cycle, 
for the number of British 
machines imported was 2,998, and 
Ameriean 559, the British lead in- 
creasing on similar annual totals. 
’ Tyre. imports .were a ‘shade 
under £1,000,000, a slight decrease, 
60 per-cent. of which was Canadian 
and 20 per cent. British. The total 


amount of money sent out-of the: 


Dominion last year -for motor 
vehicles, tyres, and parts was 
£4,176,060. which is more than in 
1927 but less than in 1926. 
= Order of Makes 

Chevrolet headed the list of re- 
gistrations for 1928 with 2,241, an 
increase of 35 per cent. Ford. 
which. was off the market. for more 
than half the year, was next with 
2,048, a-decrease of 30 cars.

TURBULENCE 


MOTORISTS’ VAGUE IDEA OF 
MEANING . 

The pseudo-expert is always ready 
to discuss turbulence with . those 
who know jess than ‘himself, - but 
actually there are few motorists who 
have more than a vague idea of 
what is meant .by the term.
